SHERRILL ON ARGENTINA. 


Says He Misinterprets Facts and 
Lacks Diplomacy. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In the issue of your paper of the 17th 
inst. was a report of the annual dinner 
of the New York Piano Manufacturers’ 
Association, at which the American Min- 
ister ‘to the Argentine Republic, Mr. Sher- 
rill, is. quoted as making the following 
statements: 


It ‘(the Argentine Republic) has seven 
million people. * * * An indication of its 
wealth fs in the fact that England drew in 
dividends on invéstments in Argentina last 
year $250,000,000, * * * The Government 
is to spend $600,000,000 in the next six 
years on public improvements, and it has 
the money to spend. * * * Argentina is 
going ahead faster than we are. * *.* The 
people of the United States. should stop 
their foolishness and realize that we are 
not building up @ merchant marine. There 
is said tobe a possibility of difficulty 
between the two great carrying nations of 
the world. E£uppose war broke out. between 
England and Germany * * * we should 
see the greatest panic the country has ever 
had. 

The population of the Argentine in 1809 
was 1,830,214; In 1895, 3,954,911; In 1908, 
6,489,023: The slow increase in the popu- 
lation of this State, of an area of 1,135,- 
&40 square miles, is due to the fact that 
the land is mainly in the hands, of large 
landholders, who are unwilling to dis- 
pore of it in small lots to immigrants; and 
this situation is regarded by sober-mind- 
ed men in the Argentine as a serious 
menace to continued prosperity. 

George Paish, in a paper read last 
month betore the Royal Statistical So- 
clety in London, estimated the amount 
of British capital inyested in Argentina 
at $1,340...v,000, Even at the absurd rate 
of 10 per cent, the income would be only 
$134,904,000. 

The ups and downs of Argentine inter- 
national trade are well evidenced by the 
following figures: In 1903 the balance of 
trade. in favor of Argentina was $89,- 
737,924; in 1905, $117,689,421; in 1907, $10,- 
343,686; in 1909, $94,504,433. 

The total debt of Argentina as 6f Dec. 
31, 1908, was $378,910,055. If the reader 
will. add to this sum the $1,349,040,000 of 
British capital invested in Argentina and 
the. estimated . $600,000,000—an admittedly 
low estimate—invested by French, Ger- 
man, Belgian, and Dutch capitalists, it 
will be seen that this population of some 
6,500,000 is paying interest on $2,327,950,- 


anfhum; while the trade balance in 1908 
amounted to $94,504,433, riot, of course, 
including bullion. 

If Argentina “‘ has the money to spend,”’ 
it must be borrowed money,..and this: is 
the case; and the present Government of 


.| Argentina is difeussing ‘this question of 


the. enormous. amount of, foreign .capital 
upon ‘which they are obliged to pay inter- 
est with great ‘seriousness. That a dip- 
Jomat thay Me abroad for his country’s 
good is sanctioned by an ancient witti- 
cism, but easy garrulity, based upon a 
misinterpretation of the facts, does not 
exgusé similar inexactitudes at home. 
Nothing whatever excuses our State De- 
partment in permitting a diplomatic agent 
in ‘tte employ to hint at war between 
two mitions both ‘friendly to the United 
States, and then to hold such a possi- 
bility as a threat over us in the discus- 
sion of so complicated a question as that 
of ship . subsidy. 

These. gentlemen, untrained in. the 
usages Of diplomatic Intercourse, may do 
little harm at home, but they might prove 
dangerous abroad. They should be treat- 
ed, and even more deservedly,: to the 
samé castigation that our naval officers 
receive “when ‘‘inebriated with the ex- 
uberancé of their own verbosity.”

The late Capt, Richard King ‘was a 
Mississippi River pilot. who fréighted 
goods for Gen. Taylor during the Méxican 
war and ‘took as part payment for his 
services an old Spanish land grant on the 
frontier, At’ first it wagja very doubtful 
proposition «for when’@apt. King wént to 
claim’ possession of Hisuinew estate he 
found ft’ tenanted by “outlaws and fene- 
gades-of eVery desctiptionj,and he speedi- 
\ly realized that ‘he should have to fight 
for his rights or relinquish. them. He 
of !haa acquired a taste for adventure in 
his river operations, and the. opportunity 
to conduct a small war on his own ac- 
count appealed to him. So he recruited 
ja band of those who were of the same 
way of thinking and proceeded to fight 
his way into full possession of his do- 
main. 

He succeeded in dislodging the armed 
interlopers, and ther began at once to 
develop his property. The grant .as it 
stood originally was considerably larger 
than the State of Rhode Island, with a 
soil so deeply fertile that no artificial 
enrichment would be needed for more 
than one generation. Long before his 
passing this original estate of Santa Ger- 
trudis had reached a‘state of productive 
expansiveness that would have amazed 
the heiress of the Hamifltong*had she bee 
permitted to compare it with the scanty 
returns from her moorlands.

“That was on the sécond day of the 
graduation exercises before the Czar and 
members of the Court, when I conducted 
my cantata, ‘Angel,’ the poem being 
that wf Lermontov. I soon left for the 
United States, where I thought I could 
make’ a tame and a living. more easily 
than in Russia. Although I had an offer 
of a’ position as a-conductor of an or- 
chestra in Russia, I could not stay there 
any longer, for my. poor parents lost all 
their belongings in the massacres whicly 
took place in Elizabethgrad. I came: to 
the United States almost penniless, but 
with many. dreams and high igeals. I be- 
gan to look around for a job. A Rus- 
sian friend who heard me sing suggested 
that I apply for a position in a church 
or temple, I commenced to study an Eng- 
lish song, (it was ‘The Holy City,’ I be- 
lieve.) and, armed with a letter of intro- 
duction to a minister, 1 came to a church, 
where I sang to the accompaniment of an 
organist. When I finished singing * The 
Holy City” the minister and one of the 
directors of the church complimented my 
singing, and added that the Russian lan- 
guage must be a most difficult language 
to pronounce. They were amazed when | 
told them that I sang in English. 

“I traveled for same time in the United 
States, singing with a comic opera com- 
pany. Then I.settled in. New Haven, 
Conn., for a®@season, where I had, the 
pleasure of being’ the first teacher of 
Herbert Witherspoon, the great American 
basso.

: Who Send Them. |

‘ end, and the-rejection of them is 

as infinity. At least so the play- 

agencies report, and the Copy- 
‘Wastington . confirms. 
Plays have been, are ‘being; and will be 
written on every conceivable subject, by 
every conceivable sort of person, in every 
imaginable _ style, on every variety of 
paper produced by.the paper manufac- 
turers. A cessation of play-writing might 
a6°more' than anything else toward the 
conservation of the forests. 

There are thirty-one firsf-class produé- 
ing. theatres in NewYork City, (by prow 
ducing theatres,are meant those that 
make & specialty of new plays,) and these 
theatres average four new attractions 


* during a season, which means that at 


least 124 new plays are needed to supply 
their; demands. This number, which .is 
only Approximate ‘aftér all, covegs pretty 
closély the sum of tne successful pro- 
ductions anywhere in thé United States, 
for all first-class plays that succeed come 
to Broadway at some time and into one 
ofthe first-class’ theatres. There are, 
however, many 80-called popular-priced 


pieces put on for small town ‘consumption ; 


that. never attempt to get nearer New 
York thati Rahway. Two hundred suc- 
cesses, -@ season, counting ,all classes of 
theatre amusements outside of vaude- 
vile, burlesque, and grand opera, would 
be -&.. fair estimate. 

To: supply thése needed entertainments 
tt would appear ‘that some, 90,000,000 men, 
women, and children are covering tons 
and tons of paper with episodes. in: dia- 
logue, hopefully «working for the large re- 
wards that everybody knows comie to the 
successful playwright...

The only thing ‘that 
remains is to have a’ manager read it, 
and write a4 contract with an ‘‘ advance 
royalty ” of $500 clause, and the author's 
fortune is" made. 

It is no wonder that. everybody. writes 
plays.~ It is.so much simpler than making 
a “best seller” novel,.and the field is 
wider. There are only six “‘ best sellers ”’ 
at one time all over the country, accord« 
ing to the bookdealers’ reports, and there 
are thirty-one phenomenally successful 
plays in New York City alone at the pres- 

pent date, according to the theatre man- 
pagers’ statements. .

ACTING HERE AND.ABROAD. 


Frank Reicher Discusses Conditions in 
American and Continental. Theatres. 


Frank Reicher, who is‘iplaying” “ The 
Scarecrow,’ in Percy MadKaye’s play of 
that name, has been, for some time, Gen- 
eral Stage Director for Henry B. Harris. 
In corsequence of thé inability of procur 
ing an actor who Could play. the part to 
the satisfaction. of Mfh.Harris, Met Retch- 
er divested himself. of his duties. as.stage 

; director, and accepted the task of creating 
on the professional stage-the fantastic 
hero of Mr. MacKaye’s ‘romence. 

Mr. Reicher recelved-hisearly training 
as an‘actor in the*Continefital school. 

“The great difference between methods 
of acting here and abroad Ifes in the con- 
ditions that prevail in the theatres on 
either side of the Atlantie,”. he said a day 
or two ago. ‘ Speaking ftom persoral 
experience in Germany, I can say that 
no actor is sure of getting.an engagement 
with a manager unless he can hand that 
manager a list of forty-five.or fifty parts 
running the. gamut.of the classics, and 
staple répertoire,- which He has ‘either 
studied or played and in which he,woyld 
need only~one rehearsal, before,.a public 
appearance.
